Resolved by the House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the intelligence 
of the death of William Chf.nault, (member of 
the House of Representatives from the county ot 
Madison,) has been received with emotions of 
profound sorrow. 

Resolved, That in his death this House has lost 
a valuable member, and the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky a gifted, well-tried, and qpble-hearted 
public servant. 

Resolved, That as a mark of respect for his 
memory, the members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives wear the usual badge of mourning for 
30 days. 

Resolved, That the Speaker of this House 
transmit to the relatives of the deceased, a copy 
of these resolutions. 

Resolved, That as a further mark of respect to 
the memory of our deceased friend, that the 
House do now adjourn. 

The question being upon the adoption of the 
resolutions, 

Mr. FIELD said: 

Mr. Speaker: It is with emotions of deep sor 
row that I perform the melancholy duty of an- 
nouncing to the House, the death of my col- 
league, William Chenault. He died at his resi- 
dence in the county of Madison, on the morning 
of the 5th inst., after a somewhat protracted ill- 
ness, from the disease of Typhoid fever. 

You will remember. Mr. Speaker, and the 
House will remember, upon his arrival here at 
the commencement of Chis session, that, although 
in wretched health, yet so anxious was he to dis- 
charge the duties which had been imposed upon 
him by his constituents, that he took the oath 
prescribed by the Constitution, and remained 
among us with his armor on, until his physical 
suffering became so intense and poignant, as to 
prevent him altogether from holding the place 
which his gallantry, his accomplishments, and 
his experience as a legislator, so well qualified 
him to adorn. 

Mr. Speaker, it is not my purpose, upon this 
occasion, or upon any other occasion, to attempt 
to pass a high wrought eulogium upon the mem 
ory of my deceased friend and colleague. I 
know full well sir, “if you would praise Caesar, 
say Caesar, but go no further.” It is not, there 
fore, necessary, in order to create a high regard 
for his memory, that I should yield to the influ 
ence of such a course. He represented tho coun 
ties of Garrard and Madison in the Senate of 
Kentucky; he represented the county of Madison 
in the last Constitutional Convention, and he 
commenced and ended his public career as 
member of this House. His public acts arg a 
part and parcel of the history of the Common- 
wealth. His private virtues and moral worth, 
his acts of benificence ami charity, are treasured 
up in the hearts of those who knew him best. 

I have imagined, Mr. Speaker, since the death 
of my colleague, that the wail of Madison — the 
deep grief she feels in the loss of her honored 
son, comes borne to me upon every passing 
breeze; for in his death a fortress has fallen, and 
desolation is spread around. No other son of 
Madison, so far as I remember, has been a candi- 
date so often without, at some time or other, 
meeting with defeat It was reserved for the la 
mented Chenault to bear his colors triumphantly, 
and to come out of each succeeding conflict even 
more than conqueror. 

The wish — the last, fond, sacred, earthly wish 
of the patriot, stricken by the approach of death, 
impels him to his home, just as the instinct im 
planted by omnicience, in the wounded deer hur- 
ries it to its lair, there to die. 

My colleague was fortunate in being able to 
reach his home — his native county — the place 
where his life had glided on like a gentle river 
and there in the midst of friends whom he had 
loved so long and so well; and in the midst of 
generous and true hearted constituency, who had 
always responded with alacrity to the gratifies 
tion of his political wishes, he laid him down 
and dicdl — he yielded up his spirit, and went 
home to God! — 

Peace to the dust that in silence reposes, 

Beneath the dark shades of the cyphress and yew, 

Let Spring deck the spot with her earliest roses. 

And Heaven wash their leaves with iis holiest dew. 

Mr. HUSTON, said: 

Mr. Speaker: I trust that it will not be con- 
sidered inappropriate that I yield to the feelings 
of the occasion, and cordially second the resolu- 
tions of the gentleman from Madison; not that 
I can add anything to the tasteful and feeling re 
marks of that gentleman in regard to the subject 
of this melancholy occasion. But it was my 
good fortune to have enjoyed the acquaintance 
and friendship of William Chenault. I knew 
him at home, shared his generous hospitality 
around his fire-side. I have been connected with 
him in official capacities, and admired his intelli 
gent and faithful discharge of public duties. 

He belonged to, and was an honored member, 
of an ancient and honorable family, tracing its 
origin back to the old Heugenots who fled from 
France to this country, to escape the religious 
persecutions consequent upon the revocation of 
the edict of Nantz. His ancestry were among 
the early pioneers of this country, and of the first 
settlers of the county of Madison. They were 
peculiarly marked by that energy of character, 
singleness of purpose, and strength of will, so 
characteristic of that heroic age of our Common- 
wealth. These qualities were inherited and 
possessed, in an eminent degree, by the deceased, 
and intelligently exhibited in a career of marked 
success. As a friend, a neighbor, and a citizen, 
he was a model of an old fashioned Kentucky 
gentleman. But in the vigor of manhood, with 
the full armor of life’s warfare upon him, and 
in the field of its conflicts, he has been taken to 
his “long home.” No rude sounds of this busy 
world will now reach his ear. 



RESOLUTIONS. 



Mr. C. FIELD, Jr., offered the following re- 
solutions: 



“He sleeps the sleep that knows no breaking. 

Morn of toil or night of waking.” 

He has been taken from us, his friends, his 
country, and his church, when he could least be 
spared, — when the maturity of his manhood, and 
the teachings of experience rendered him most 
useful. 

“The hand of the reaper 
Takes the ears that are hoary, 

But the voice of the reaper 
Wails manhood in glory.” 

He had the consolation, as we learn, to die at 
his home, with the kind hearts of his social and 
domestic friends around him to cheer his last 
moments. 

He was a Christian, sir, and his hand was al- 
ways liberally opened to the Christian charities. 
The Christian’s hope, “as an anchor, sure and 
steadfast,” sustained him in “the dark shadow 
and valley of death.” This, sir, is another 
of the oft recurring warnings to teach us that in 
life we are in the midst of death.” 

May we take heed of these things, and be pre- 
pare!, when the summons comes, to say with 
the deceased, “I know that my Redeemer liveth.” 
I trust, sir, that the resolutions will be unani- 
mously adopted. 

Mr. LINDSEY said: 

Mr. Speaker: some twenty-three years since, 
I became acquainted with Mr. Chenault in this 
city. He was then a member of the Legislature 
and boarded with me. His acquaintance thus 
began, continued intimately through the period 
of his service in several sessions of the Leg- 
islature, and down to the end of our services to 
gether in the Constitutional Convention. — 
Throughout this period of years I had good op- 
portunity of knowing the qualities of the head 
and heart of our deceased friend, and most cheer 
fully do I bear witness to his worth as a citizen 
and a Legislator. He was firm and consistent, 
yet conciliatory in language and actions — a gen 
tleman of quiet, unobtrusive ways, and as has 
been well said by those who preceded me, a man of 
worth in every sense. His conduct and actions 
showed him to be a practical Christian, illustra- 
ting that, he set but little value on the fleeting 
and transitory things of this world, except so far 
as they enabled him to do good to his fellow man. 
He looked with good hope for a life immortal, 
and blessed beyond this world of ours; and the 
history of his last hours shows that his hope was 
well founded. He passed quietly away, as I fain 
wish we all may, leaving the influence of a good 
character behind, and with good assurances of 
being received into a dwelling place, where there 
are no cares or sorrows. I hope Mr. Speaker, 
the resolutions will be adopted. 

Mr. NEWELL said he had also known the 
deceased, and could bear testimony to the truth 
of the remarks made by the gentleman who had 
just addressed the House. 



Mr. TRAPNELL said he desired to add a few 
remarks in addition to what had been said upon 
this subject. He had known the deceased by 
reputation, as a delegate to the constitutional 
Convention, and as a member of the Legislature 
The name of Mr. Chenault was dear to the peo- 
ple of Mercer county, because of his liberality 
to Bacon College, and as the representative of 
that county, he (Mr. T.) could not permit this 
occasion to pass without adding in their name 
tribute to the memory of the deceased. 

The resolutions were adopted unanimously 

And then the House adjourned. 

Trials of a Fat Man. 

The Buffalo Republic has a fat correspondent 
who writes that paper frankly thus:

1 got on the cars somewhat ruffled in temper 
and after crushing two or three women from 
diameter of ten leet into about six inches, and 
flattening out an apple boy and pop-corn vender, 
so that their identity becomes a matter of con 
siderable research, 1 finally obtained a seat oppo 
site an old, scraggy lady and her unmarried daugh 
ter. They screamed as 1 sat down, and I was 
temped to expand my lungs in the same manner, for 
the whole seat gave way with me and deposited 
me with my wig in a pool of tobacco juice, and 
my feet in the bony, unmarried girl’s lap. Up 
on extricating myself from the wreck, I discov 
ered, to my horror, that I had split the back of 
my coat, had utterly crushed out of existence 
three band-boxes, and obtained the eternal bate 
of the scraggy woman and her bony daughter 
forever.

Bold Surgical Operation. — A Man’s Tongue 
Removed. — The Edinburg [Scot.] Advertiser has 
the following: 

‘On the 8th inst., at noon, there was no small 
amount of excitement exhibited in the medical 
world and operating theatre of the Royal Infirm 
ary, Edinburg, resulting from the expectation of 
a very formidable surgical operation taking place 
that morning. At 12 o’clock the room was crowd- 
ed to excess, and numbers of medical men from 
all parts were assembled to witness it. The pa- 
tient had for a long period suffered from cancer 
of the tongue, and Professor Sy me had determin- 
ed upon removing the organ bodily. Shortly af- 
ter 12 o’clock the man was led into the theatre, 
placed upon the table, and quickly rendered pow 
erless through the potent influence of the chloro 
form which was administered to him. Professor 
Syme commenced by making a vertical incision 
through the integument covering the chin, and 
then sawed through the lower jaw at the symphy- 
sis. The division being made, he next proceeded 
to cut away the tongue at the vorv root, close to 
he hyoid boDe. The arteries were quickly tied, 
the hemorrhage was comparatively little, the 
man having lost only a few ounces of blood. — 
The jaw was again placed together, and the in- 
tegument sewed up. The man was actually able 
to walk out of the room. At the close of the 
operation Professor Syme remarked that the re- 
moval of the tongue bodily had been successfully 
performed in Italy, but the modus operandi was of 
a different nature, the incisions having been made 
entirely in the throat; but he (Professor Syme) 
considered that that mode was attended with more 
danger than the one he had chosen to adopt. 
This operation has never yet been performed in 
Great Britain, and, should the patient recover, 
which is earnestly hoped and believed, the high- 
est praise will be due to Professor Syme for hav- 
ing so skilfully undertaken that which no surgeon 
of the country had formerly ventured upon.

ITT We have been fortunate enough to obtain 
a literal report of a very spicy and interesting 
episode which occurred at the Democratic State 
Convention. We may call to it the particular 
attention of the Buchanan Whigs, who are more 
warm, if possible, in the advocacy of the princi 
pies to which they were once bitterly op- 
posed, than the Democrats themselves are. In 
fact their vehemence is so great, that it has caus 
ed suspicions to arise in the minds of the “har- 
monious” as to the genuineness of their profes- 
sions. Tie dyed in the wool Democrats have 
discovered, to their astonishment no doubt, that 
the old Whigs in their ranks expect some share 
in the sjoils, and a far greater share than the 
Democrits are willing to give them.

We were not personally acquainted with the 
character of this good man, and cannot, therefore, 
offer a tribute of respect to his memory which 
would do him justice; but, by reference to our 
report of Saturday’s proceedings, it will be found 
that his many virtues were commemorated by sev- 
eral gentlemen who were in every way competent 
to discharge the melancholy duty. 



ETWe understand that, although Mr. R. R. 
Bolling was at first considerably cast down at hav 
ing all his expectations so signally disappointed, 
he has determined to submit heroically to his 
fate. He intends to bear his crest manfully; and 
sinoy he cannot obtain the fat place of Clerk 
of the Court of Appeals, he has resolved to de- 
vote his time and energies to some other equally 
honorable, although, perhaps, not quite so lucra- 
tive a pursuit. Many persons who like him for 
his good humor ahd sociability, will wish him 
good fortune in all honorable undertakings. 

There is not the slightest room for doubt but 
that, if the nomination had come off a few weeks 
sooner, Bolling would have been the candidate. 
But as soon as the cry of “Emancipationist” was 
raised upon him, his prospects rapidly grew 
“beautifully less.” It may be, and certainly is 
true, that Bolling once voted for an emancipa- 
tionist, but there is not a sounder pro-slavery man 
in the State than he is. We do not pretend to 
say what were his views when he voted for Hoi 
loway, but certain it is that he is now decidedly 
ultra in his advocacy both of the perpetuation and 
extension of slavery. He goes as far as any 
member ef his party will go. The stale and re- 
diculous charge which defeated him was preferred 
against Henry Clay, Crittenden, and many of the 
best and greatest men who ever trod the soil of 
Kentucky. It has been used on all occasions 
against candidates for every office. We have 
long since ceased to regard it as of the slight- 
est importance, but it is a formidable weapon in 
the hands of Democrats. It is the falchion with 
which they have sought to cut down many a gal- 
lant spirit, and Bolling can at least congratulate 
himself upon dying in good company. It is to be 
hoped that his friends will now see the folly and 
frequent falsity of such reports, and cease to use 
them against their political opponents The 
weapon has been used with terrible effect against 
one of their own champions and should now be 
discarded as unlucky. 

We have heard the charge of ingratitude made 
against some parties, as one of the reasons of 
Bolling’s defeat, but, as it is a family quarrel, 
we will not intrude upon the sanctity of their 
private affairs.

The Vice President. — In these troublous 
days of the Democracy, we hear of considerable 
speculation in regard to the position of Mr. Breck 
inridge, our Vice President, upon the Kansas 
question. Does he side with Douglas or does 
he support Buchanan? We lately read a num- 
ber of letters (that were published in the Rich- 
mond Va. Enquirer) from the leaders of the Ad 
ministration party in Washington, addressed to 
a Mass Meeting in Pennsylvania, all of which 
sustained the President; but we could find no 
traces of the Vice President. No letter from 
him was to be found among the lot, and we can- 
not imagine the cause of this omission. His 
followers in this vicinity are doubtless as anxious 
as we are about this matter. We have heard it 
stated over and over again that Mr. Breckinridge 
was not in favor with the Cabinet, and in view 
of this fact his present silence looks significant 
and ominous. He may be a warm supporter of 
Buchanan, but we have no evidence of the fact. 
The letter-writers of Washington City, who gen 
erally contrives to pluck out the heart of every pub 
lie mans mystery, are mute upon this subject. — 
Of course, Major Breckinridge has no objection 
whatever to let the country know exactly where 
he stands in the fight between Douglas and Buc- 
hanan, and it is about time that he should give 
us some clue or other. It is very true that he 
was not in Washington when Douglas commenc- 
ed the warfare against the President at the be 
ginning of the present Congress; but that is 
an unimportant matter. He is the Vice Presi 
dent of the United States, and hails from a 
soutern State, and if Douglas is a traitor to our 
rights, as the vast majority of the Southern Lo- 
coloco presses say he is, he should have thrown 
his influence against him long ago. We appeal 
to the Richmond South, and every other Demo 
cratic paper that has denounced Douglas, if this 
is not just and proper. These papers have brand 
ed the Senator from Illinois and all who side with 
him as the enemies of the South, and in view of 
this fact we contend that no southern man who 
has power and place has the right to hold his 
peace, or occupy a position in the slightest de- 
gree equivocal, while the Administration is at 
war with these enemies. We know where Buc- 
hanan and Douglas stand upon the ..ecompton 
Constitution question; but let us also know where 
all the rest of the leaders of the Union saving 
south-sustaining Democracy stand. The Loco- 
foco flock in Kentucky is wandering about in the 
direst confusion, and a timely blast from the 
bugle of the Vice President may gather them to 
gether again. The Louisville Democrat and the 
Louisville Courier have their faugs in each 
other’s bowels, and it is time that they were sep 
arated. The Paducah Herald is also engaged in 
a rough and tumble fight with numerous Locofo- 
co contemporaries, and we doubt not that Major 
Breckinridge might do a great deal just now in 
the way of peace making. As a matter of 
course, we are intensely anxious that complete 
journalistic concord may be restored to ourDem 
ocratic brethren of the press in Kentucky, and 
therefore, we insist upon it, that the Vice Presi 
dent shall speak out, and tell us who he is for — 
Buchanan or Douglas. We have no idle curios 
ity about the matter whatever, and would not 
annoy him on any account, but it grieves us sore- 
ly to see his followers floundering about in such 
a fearful dilemma, when he could pour oil on the 
waters and restore perfect peace and calm. We 
hope, therefore, that he will do this at once, and 
relieve us of the intense distress that we now feel 
on account of the existing feud that is raging be 
tween some of our beloved Locofoco coutempo 
raries — Lex. Observer Sf Reporter.

— The first steps 
of the emancipation of the serfs in Russia are 
soon to be published. They include the follow- 
ing two great principles, — 

1. Freedom of marriage. No serf can be forc- 
ed to marry against his will or prevented from 
marrying according to his own desire. 

2 No serf can be transferred from one villege 
to another against his will. 

The remainder of the ukase is less important. 
These two points however, are sufficient to recog- 
nize his rights as a man. It is likewise rumored 
that the power of chastising the serf will be cir 
curascribed, though not at once entirely taken out 
of the hands of the landlord.

DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 

NIGHT session. 

The Contention re assembled at 8)4 o’clock 
P. M., and was entertained by various speakers, 
until 10 o’clock, when Mr. Lynn Boyd, irom the 
committee on resolutions, presented the follow 
ing as the report of the committee: 

The Convention of the Kentucky Democracy 
assembled at Frankfort, January 8th 1858, in 
view of the interesting and important subjects of 
a political character, which enlist the attention of 
the country; and desirous of giving expression to 
their opinions in the premises. Therelore, 

Resolved, 1st. That we reaffirm the platform of 
principles unanimously adopted by the National 
Democracy in the Convention at Cincinnati, held 
in June, 1856, as fully expressive of our views 
and aims in all matters to which they relate, and 
we hold that whatever questions of a doubtiul or 
disturbing nature, calculated to interrupt the har- 
mony of the Democratic party are present- 
ed to us, a recurrence to the first principles of 
that party and construction of them according to 
their obvious meaning and import, is the only 
safe rule by which we may guide our conduct, 
and appreciate the services of those we trust in 
all matters of State and Federal legislation. 

2nd. That we avail ourselves of this, the first 
opportunity which has been presented to the De 
mocracy of Kentucky, to congratulate the people 
of our own Union, upon the election of James 
Buchanan and John C. Breckinridge, to the Presi- 
dency and Vice Presidency of the United States; 
and we take this occasion to express our deliber- 
ate conviction, that a love for the Union, and ap- 
proval of the platform of the Democracy, were 
the chief causes to which the country will attrib- 
ute our success in the elections of 1856. 

3d. That we have undiminished confidence in the 
patriotism and wisdom of our distinguished Chief 
Magistrate; and believa that the views expressed 
by him, iu his first annual message to the Con 
gres9 of the United States, in reference to the ad 
mission ofthe State of Kansas into the Federal 
Union, are wise, patriotic and just. 

4th. Approving, as the Democracy do, the prin 
ciples embodied in the organic laws establishing 
the Territories of Kansas and Nebraska, as just, 
necessary and proper, we cordially acquiesce in 
the doctrines stated and maintained by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States in their decision 
of the Dred Scott case; whereby the Democratic 
principle of non intervention by Congress with 
domestic slavery in the Territories, has been au 
thoritatively considered and confirmed by the 
Court of highest resort; the rights of the people 
of all the States placed on an equal footing; and 
geographical lines coinciding with a marked prin 
ciplc, religious or practical, pronounced to be at 
variance with the letter and spirit of the Consti- 
tution of the United States. And we hold, fur- 
ther, that all efforts of Abolitionists, or other 
persons, to weaken the force of that opinion, or 
defeat the ends it has iu view, are unwise, anti- 
republican and revolutionary. 

5 th. Reminded by the associations connected 
with the day on which this Convention meets, we 
would again express our high appreciation of the 
character and public services of that illustrious 
patriot, soldier, and statesman, General Andrew 
Jackson. 

Hon. C A. SVickliffe then offered the following 
resolution, which was unanimously adopted. 

Resolved, That we acknowledge with pleasure 
and pride, the services and co operation of the 
National Whigs who have aided the Democratic 
parly in the support of those cherished prin- 
ciples, upon which the stability of the Union 
depends, and the equal rights of its citizens 
are based. 

The vote being taken the resolutions were 
adopted with a few dissenting voices. 

After several speeches from various delegates, 
the convention adjourned sine die. 

Further News by the Atlantic. 

Great Britain . — President Buchanan’s Message 
attracted great attention in England. It was tel- 
egraphed entire from Li verpool to some of the 
London journals, being tne longest dispatch ever 
sent by telegraph in England. The London Times 
in its review of the Message, confines itself 
to two topics, the financial crisis and the Ceutral 
American question. Itconstrues Mr. Buchanan’s 
remarks upon the former subject into a tribute to 
the monetary subject of England. 

On the Central American question the Times 
says: 

“We have much pleasure in receiving the as- 
surance from Mr. Buchauan that the interests of 
the two countries are identical, being confiued to 
securing a safe transit over all the routes across 
the Isthmus. Let the American Government 
give proof of this, and we are sure that matters 
will be speedily settled. Common sense must 
tell the Americans that iu these two questions 
we are strictly on the defensive, and the most in- 
veterate declaimer against England cannot deny 
the conciliatory spirit in which she has treated 
them. 

But we can hardly be asked to give up the trea 
ty of 1850 without a guarantee that its most im 
portant provisions shall be re enacted, and the 
whole series of irritating dispute be brought for- 
ever to an end. 

France . — It was stated by the Patrie that the 
Emperor, in consequence of representations 
made by England, has consented to submit the 
question of the exportation of negroes from Af 
rica to the French colonies to a conference to be 
held in Loudon. 

The French ships-of war intended for China 
were appointed to leave Toulon on the 25th of 
December, and would proceed directly to Hong- 
ICong with five hundred troops on board. 

Spirits had risen in price since the imposition 
of duty on foreign brandies. 

Wheat and flour had slightly declined. 

Spain . — The Espana of Madrid denounces with 
some vehemence the project of the United States 
against Cuba, and accuses President Buchanan of 
personally encouraging them with regard to the 
proposition for purchasing the Islands, which, it 
says, the new minister of the United States, who 
is about to arrive in Madrid, is expected to make. 

The same paperdeclares that Spain cannot en 
tertain it without dishonor; that the United States 
will sieze the first opportunity, either by piratical 
expeditions or exciting insurrections, or any oth 
er mode whatever, of possessing them9elve9 of 
the Island. 



Contesting the Seats of Hon. Messrs. Da- 
vis and Harris. — Messrs. Whyte and Brooks, the 
defeated Democratic candidates for Congress 
from the third and fourth Maryland Congres- 
sional districts, have actually laid their memori- 
als before the House of Representatives, claim- 
ing to dispute the election of Messrs. Harris and 
Davis, Americans elect, to their seats. The al- 
legations set forth are imbecile, futile — ridicu- 
lous. Mr. Brooks asks, very modestly, to have 
the election set aside, and a new one ordered. — 
Mr. Whyte thinks that five hundred votes more 
were cast for Mr. Harris in one of the wards than 
were in it 

This may be true if he alludes to the 8th ward, 
which gave, probably, more Democratic majority 
than the inhabitants thereof, all told. It is to be 
hoped both these defeated contestants may have 
a good time; and when the Niagara can be dam- 
med up with bull-rushes, then, not till then, may 
they expect success. The whole subject is so 
palpably ridiculous that it scarcely merits serious 
consideration — especially when we know that Mr. 
Davis was elected by over five thousand, and Mr. 
Harris by three thousand majority . — Baltimore 
Patriot. 

Gen. Denver on Kansas. — It is confidently 
stated here, says the Washington correspondent 
of the Philadelphia Press, that Governor Dene- 
ver declares, in the most frank and undisguised 
manner, that Governor Walker and Secretary 
Stanton had pursued the wisest course in the 
management of the affairs of the Territory. It 
is a very remarkable fact, that whilst these late 
officials arc so severely handled out of the coun- 
try, and here a thousand miles away from the 
scene of their labors, all persons of every party 
in Kansas, or who come from there unite in com- 
mendations of Walker and Stanton’s course, as 
the only just, wise, and politic one in the circum 
stances of the territory.

I B*Yancton Sioux in Washington — A delega- 
tion consisting of twelve chiefs and braves of the 
Yancton Sioux, residing principally in the unor- 
ganized coynty of Brown, Minnesota, accompa 
nied by Capt. J. B. S. Todd, their conductor, Pe 
pin Rencontre, their principal interpreter, and 
Ch. F. Pappie, his assistant, and Mr. Picotte, their 
adviser and friend, called yesterday upon Charles 
E. Mix, Esq., the Acting Commissioner, at the 
Iudian office, on a visit of introduction and cere- 
mony. 

They are, physically, a fine looking setof men, 
and, although Captain H. Day, of the United 
States army (of Fort Randall, N. T.; said he 
furnished them at their own request, with cloth 
ing to make them as nearly “like white men” as 
red men could be, the wild Indian still stuck out 
all over them, from the moccasins on their feet 
to the feathers which embellished their heads. 
Their faces also gave evidence that they deemed 
Vermillion a great improver of the complexion. 
These delegates represent about four thousand ol 
their people, and they have visited Washington 
with some reluctance, at the special invitation 
of their Great Father; the object being to pur- 
chase a portion of their lands, and concentrate 
them on a suitable reserve. — Washington Union. 

Federal Appointments. — It is reported that 
Hon. B. L. Clarke, of this State, will receive a 
Diplomatic Mission at the hands of the President 
— most probably to one of the Central American 
States. Col. Thos. B. Stevenson, of Mason, has 
been tendered a Territorial Judgeship, in New 
Mexico. R. B. J. Twyman.of Paducah, we learn, 
will receive the appointment of consul at Vera 
Cruz. Jas. W. Twyman.o: the same place, and 
son of the latter gentleman, has been appointed 
to a $1,200 Clerkship, by the Clerk of the House 
of Representatives. Mr. Stephens, of Scott 
county, has received a $1,200 Clerkship in the 
Treasury Departmental Washington . — Lexington 
Statesman.
